For 
lack of liqaid money the company have never 
been able to take advantage of a drop in price 
of raw cotton, to lay in stocks of it, orto hold 
any stock of finished goods in between seasons. 
The coat ot production has been increased, 
owing:to the poor qaality of the raw material 
last year. Native labour has baen dearer and 
not eo abundant as in the past, owing to the 
great demand for manual labour. Prices of all 
stores and materials used have been higber.' 
The shareholders’ liability has been much 
reduced this year. Stocks at present are very 
small, and the position generally at the close 
of the year is much healthier than it has 
hitherto been. Gradually the goods manufacta- 
réd in the mill have been getting better known 
and more liked in Egypt and the concern can 
now work to order, whereas in the past it has 
been necessary to manvfactare into stock. No 
depreciation has been written off the plant and 
machinery, but the latter, has’ been kept. in 
good working order by liberal expenditure 
from revenue.

REPORT OF GHIRGEH BRANCH. 


Tha folowing is the report on the working 
af the Ghirgeh branch of the §.P.0.A: from 
is inangaration to the end of Decembe 
19.6 :— we 

Thie branch was formed at the beginning of 
the year 1946, but- active operations were not 
¢otameroced till the month of April. The great 
need for this branch is emphasisad by the fact 
that out-of several handréd donkeys examined 
daritg the year, not more than 87% could show 
a back that had not st one tim) or, another 
suffered from severe galls. Owing to the 
o.fitgging: interest.and activity of tho late 
Mondir of QGhirgeb, Ibrahim Bay Nabesh, an 
ambont of LB.- 775.800 was collected, and « 
dtge piece, of land for the erection of a stable 
granted by the Government.
